BY FRANCE. 


PARIS, April 23.—The meeting of the 


Panama Canal Companysfor the pur- 
pose of finally ratifying the transfer 
of the canal to the United States, was 
held "in the SaUe des Agricultures to- 
day. 
The report of the council of ad- 


ministration was distributed

the 


shareholders. This formally announced 
that President Bo and Director Ris-ch- 
mann had signed the conveyance to the 
United Sta-tes, and presented a resolu- 
tion ratifying- their action.
